lead horse, we propose to draw atten- 
tion once more to the stillborn conven- 
tion between the cable companies con- 
necting China with Enrope and the 
Chinese Telegraph Administration, We 
have every reason to believe that the 
convention is as dead as the Mitkiewicz 
concessions, which, we think, might have 
been modelled on it, so completely had 
the interests of foreign imerchants and 
the Chinese Government been left out of 
consideration. But it was so nearly living. 
and flourishing that Mr. Pender felt 
himself justified in announcing exult- 
ingly to his shareholders, at ‘the last 
annual meeting of the Eastern Extension 
Telegraph Com pany, that it was already 

concluded ; adding, as indeed the cus- 
tomers of the companies would have 
found to their cost, that it was a very 
excellent thing for the shareholders. 
Fortunately the Press came in time to 
the assistance of the one or two Minis- 
ters in Peking who were public-spirited 
jenongh to display opposition to. the 
convention as soon as they knew de- 
finitely that the conspiracy was ripening; 
aud a great danger to the interests 
of all engaged in trade with the Far 
East has been averted. There have 
however been supporters of the conven- 
tion among those who use the wires 
and would have been among its victims ; 
a few who think that the Chinese hav- 
ing once entered into negotiations with 
the companies should be made to stick 
to their agreement, lest a bad precedent 
should be created; and a very few capita- 
lists who regard high rates for telegrams 
as giving them an advantage over their 
less rich competitors. ‘The views of the 
former are little less than quixotic, when 
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the question is of an agreement that 
required the sanction of the authorities 
at Peking; as to the latter, their personal 
advantage is not to be weighed for a 
moment against the interests of the 
genoral public, whose confidence in the 
Chamber would have been shaken had 
it been deterred by any influence from 
protesting against the convention. It is 
no secret however that these last did sue- 
ceed in preventing the Shanghai Cham- 
ber of Commerce taking any action for a 
time, and they were able to argne that 
as nothing definite was known about 
the convention, there was no ground for 
action; while, if it had been acti y 
signed, they would have said that it was 
too late to take any action. Fortunately 
Messrs, Judd and Henningsen, and their 
Chefoo defender, shewed their hands 
too plainly in the letters they wrote 
attacking our first article on the subject, 
and soon more generous counsels pre- 
vailed with the Committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and the letters which 
we publish to-day are the result. Mr. 
Lavers’ letter of the 21st of November 
to Mr, von Brandt summarises tersely 
but comprehensively the objections 
which we ourselves urged, and reminds 
the Diplomatic Body that the alarm 
expressed in the letter is justified by the 
remembrance that the first convention 
between the two competing companies 
ted in a rise of sume GO per cont.

More important still was it to remind 
the diplomatic body that the convention, 
if it came into force, would be a precedent 
applying to all Chinese lines, so that the 
hopes of the establishment of a new and 
cheaper route by the south aud through 
Burma would have to be abandoned. 
As it is, we fear that owing to existing 
agreements between the British and 
Tudian governments and the Eastern 
elegraph Company, these hopes are 
somewhat visionary at present. But 
these agreements are not like the laws 
of the Medes and Persians; and an 
effort on the part of the mercantile 
communities in the Far East, when the 
roper time comes, will not be without 
its effect on even so slowly-moving and 
amimpressionable a body as the British 
Government, or rather, the permanent 
officials who govern in the name of the 
Cabinet. 

The Shanghai Chamber, by sending 
down a copy of their despatch to Mr. 
von Brandt, stirred up the Hongkong 
Chamber to action. Hongkong, like 
Shanghai, was prejudiced by not kuow- 
ing the terms of the proposed conven- 
tion, but if they did not know how bad

It is hardly necessary to draw attention 
to the gravity of the telegram which 
we publish to-day. We gather from it 
thas General Schweinitz, the German Am- 
bassador at St. Petersburgh, and Count 
Wolkenstein, the Austrian ‘Ambassador, 
have been directed to ask for explanations 
of the recent massing of Russian troops on 
the Austrian frontier, and that Russia has 
refused to give assurances. Count Hatz- 
feldt, the German Ambassador at London, 
has apparently been ordered to ascertain 
and report personally to Berlin what assist- 
ance Great Britain will give in the event of 
war. ‘The message itself is so concise, that 
we have to conjecture how the gaps in'it are 
to be filled, and we have little doubt that 
our surmises will be found to be correct. 
‘The Marquis of Salisbury’s recent statement 
that war might break out at any moment 
without warning seems to have been more 
ominous than was thought at the time, ‘The 
visit of the Duke of Marlborough to St. 
Petersburgh is not likely to have any poli- 
tical importance. 

‘The letter from the Taotai to the Senior 
Consul, which we publish to-day, ad- 
vances the dredging of the Woosung Bar 
one step, but what the practical value of 
that step is, is not yet evident. ‘The in- 
formation that we received from Colonel 
Denby, the U.S. Minister, more than a 
year ago, that the Tsung-li Yamén had 
decided that the bar should be dredged, 
is confirmed ; but the Yamén has taken 
avery long time to communicate its deci- 
sion to the Superintendent of Southern 
Trade, the Viceroy Tsing. The Viceroy 
has passed the decision on to the Shang- 
hai Taotai, Kung, and asked him, to 
put it concisely, where the funds neces- 
sary are to come from, ‘The ‘Taotai 
mentions that he has sent a detailed reply 
to the Viceroy, but does not mention 
what his recommendations were. It would 
be interesting to know whether the Foreign 
Board and ‘the Viceroy had in their 
minds Mr, Forbes’ proposal, adopted un- 
animously at a public meeting called 
here to discuss the subject, that the 
necessary funds should be raised by the 
re-imposition of Wharfage Dues; unfortun- 
ately our municipal necessities have dicta- 
ted the re-imposition of part of those dues ; 
but possibly the community would 
sent to their full :e-imposition for 
the purpose of dredging the Bar, and con- 
serving the river generally, if we were 
allowed a voice, as Mr. Forbes proposed, 
in the application of the funds so raised” 
Until we know what scheme the Taotai 
has suggested to the Viceroy, it would 
be premature to congratulate ourselves 
on the proximate removal of this long- 
standing grievance ; but the question has 
at last come within the range of prac- 
tical polities, and that is something gained.

‘THE DEFENCE OF ENGLAND. 
"Tue author of the Present Position of 
European Politics, Sir Charles Dilke, 
has begun a series of papers on military 
subjects, in the Fortnightly Review. 
Some of his statements as to the mili- 
tary power of England and of other 
nations, which were given in the former 
series, have been disputed in some 
cases, and in others it has been shown 
* that he had overestimated the aggres- 
sive power of some countries. It was 
said, for instance, that he had placed 
the military power of Russia too high 
and thatof Austria-Hungary too low, that 
in the former instance he had taken the 
figures on paper, and made insufficient 
deductions for the way in which the 
Russians forces are scattered ; and as 
regards Austria-Hungary, the autumn 
maucuvres on that empire were con- 
sidered to have shown that the army of 
the dual empire was in a much more 
eflicient condition than he had described 
it. Notably, one military critic in Black- 
wood had pointed out mistakes into 
which Sir Charles Dilke had fallen, and 
had differed with him on very important 
points, and a considerable part of the 
new paper is devoted to refuting this 
writer, ‘This critic, who was evidently 
an officer of the British army and 
thoroughly acquainted with his subject, 
was one of those who considered that 
Sir Charles Dilke had exaggerated the 
real force of Russia. Sir Charles Dilke 
retorts that we shall find unfortunately 
that this is not the general opinion of well 
informed English or foreign officers ; 
latest books, written both in friendly 
and unfriendly countries, upon the 
Russian attack upon India, laying down 
the proposition that we shall be unable 
to hold our own. Sir Charles Dilke 
also considers that he has rated the 
British power too high and the Russian 
power against us in India too low, 
and has therefore been in sume degree 
unduly favourable to our own posi- 
tion.

Austria cares only for her own selfish 
interests, and would as a rule sacri- 
fice anything to save them, while it is 
possible that during the Czar’s visit to 
Berlin another great change in Priuce 
Bismarck’s opinion of Bulgarian affairs 
may have been brought about. Lord 
Salisbury’s last utterance, when he said 
that war would come without warning, 
is very different from his speech at the 
Mansion House, when he stated that he 
saw no reason for the uneasiness which 
prevailed in foreign politics and that 
every ruler and statesman in Europe, 
without exception, was anxious in his 
desire to maintain peace. Any way the 
Powers are one aud all pledged not to 
intervene with force in Bulgaria. 








THE GOVERNMENT POLICY IN IRELAND. 
‘Tne telegrams in the American papers 
show that the Government ii 
rously carrying out its polie; 
‘The Unionists were also very active, 
and the great meeting in Dublin, which 
the Marquis of Hartington and Mr. 
Goschen addressed had evidently created 
a great impression on the Home Rule 
party, for Mr, Morley and the Marquis 
of Ripon were going post haste to Ire- 
land to counteract its effect. Mean- 
while the Ministerialists and their 
allies have been showing greater acti- 
vity during this parliamentary recess 
than they did last year, They have ap- 
parently taken to’ heart the reproach 
that they trusted too much to the 
goodness of their cause, and did not, 
like the Opposition, arouse the constit 
encies. All the 'Tory and Unionist lea- 
ders have delivered at least one great 
speech and some of them have spoken 
several times. ‘The Prime Minister 
had little to say about domestic mat- 
ters at the Mansion House, but at 
the meeting of the National Union 
of Conservatives held at Oxford, 
on the 23rd of November, he is 
reported to have said that he did not 
intend to propose a measure to give 
increased power of local government 
in Ireland, unless there was a manifest 
change in that country. It is not 
likely that such a change as Lord 
Salisbury would consider suflicient is 
likely to occur in the temper of 
the Irish people between the date 
of his speech and the re-assembling 
of Parliament. But if such a change 
can be brought about by the policy of 
the Government, the Irish executive 
seems to be using every means to ac- 
complish it. Meetings ‘are proclaimed, 
newpaper proprietors are prosecuted for 
publishing accounts of meetings of the 
National League, and a news agent has 
been sent to prison for selling copies of 
interdicted newspapers, while warrants 
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were flying about for the arrest of many 
members of the Nationalist party and 
other agitators. The Government net 
is spread for all sorts of men. Their 
policy probably represents the opinions 
of their supporters and of the Unionists. 
At the meeting at Oxford, at which 
the Premier spoke, a letter from Mr. 
John Bright was read, in which he took 
the same ground as Lord Salisbury. 
Writing of his proposal to refer the Irish 
Bills to a Grand Committee he said :— 
“he rebel party will uot accept the 
proposal because they are rebels, and 
with rebel Irish members in the House 
of Commons the plan would uot be 
allowed to work. Gladstone is com- 
mitted to a hobby, in which the rebel 
leaders for a time have agreed to join 
him, and cannot condescend to consider 
a plan less preteutions, but more reason- 
ale than his. Nothing can be done 
until the Gladstone bills have been 
entirely got rid of aud the position i 
wholly changed. We cannot allow 
Gladstone to return to office on his Irish 

licy. I prefer to join hands with Lord 

alisbury and his colleagues, rather than 
with Parnell and his friends, the leaders 
of the rebellion.” 

The impression which recent intelli- 
us is that the 

overnment is succeeding. ‘The fury 
of such men as Mr. Dillon and Mr. 
Davitt is one evidence of this, another is 
that Mr. Parnell has pronounced it to 
be the most feeble and inert govern- 
in Ireland, he ever knew. He 
ned this to an interviewer on the 
st November, adding: “they are teach- 
ing Irishmen a most disastrous lesson 
by their bungling incapacity, teaching 
that the law may be successfully defied, 
for the law as recently construed by the 
Unionist majority in the Commons is 
daily defied andl with impunity by 
thousands of members of the suppressed 
branches of the league and by every 
Nationalist newspaper editor in Treland. 
In fact, one of the extraordinary results 
of the Coercion Act is that for every 
offence against the law committed be- 
fore the age of the Coercion Bill, 
hundreds are connnitted now. I leave 
to you to say whether Ireland's respect 
for the Imperial Parliament 
possibility of her continued goverument 
by the same agency of solidity of 
Unionists is likely to be increased, or 
whether this administrative incapacity 
does not render much nearer the con- 
cession of such reasonable powers of 
self-government as wil! wake our people 
law-abiding, prosperous and happy.” 

If the abstract of the report of Mon- 
signer Persico, to the Pope, which is 
given in the San Francisco Chronicle, 

true, these aspirations of the Irish 
people are premature. ‘The Papal Envoy 
is made to say :—that the Irish cause 
is an intrinsically just and sacred one 
and he recognises that England for the 
last half century has resolutely endea- 
vored to make a reparation for the past. 
While setting forth the justice of the 
cause of Ireland he strongly disapproves

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A MAN BEATEN TO DEATH AT LOYANG. 
November 28th and 29th.—In a Memo- 
rial which occupies two numbers of the 
zette the Tmperial Commissioners Eu- 
ch'eng and Hsueh Yun-sheng report the 
result of their investigation into a very sei 
ous case which occurred at Loyang Hsien 
in Honan, In Loyang the farmers are 
wired to pay their land tax in copper 
cash, the sum being fixed according to the 
number of pints of grain at which their 
land is assessed ; and a dispute concerning 
the way in which the commutation of money 
or grain should be fixed was the original 
cause of all the trouble. According to the 
official story, the year before last « treasury 
clerk, Chao Wen, complained to the magi 
trate that two farmers, Li Yen-hua and Li 
Yen-yung, would not pay the sum required 
by the rules in force, but wished to esta: 
Dlish a scale of payment of their own ; and 
abused him when he declined to take upon 
himself to alter the authorized system. 
‘The magistrate sent for the men, but they 
wore not forthcoming, and Li Yen-hua went 
to the higher authorities and laid a com- 
plaint that Chao Wen would not accept 
the proper amount of tax and set a number 
of men on him, who assaulted and robbed 
him, According to custom the complaint 
was remitted to the Magistrate for investi- 
atiun. Next Chuo Wen charged the two 
brothers with defaming his character by 
random: accusations, and with preventing 
other people from paying their tax with « 
view to making money by contracti 
do it for them. On the other han 
Yen-hus again appealed to the h 
authorities, reiterating his former chan; 
and declaring that he had waited fc 
fifty days, but the Magistrate would not 
give shim’ a heari Aguin the case was 
remitted ; and this time it was heard. 
Li Yen-hua was found to have brought 
falso charges, and to have been constant- 
ly recalcitrant concerning the payment of 
taxes, for which he was beaten on the 
hand. Next year Li Yen-hua appealed 
again to the Governor, while the clerks 
reported to the Magistrate that the brothers 
Li were assombling crowds and exciting the 
povple to refuse to pay their taxes. ‘The 
Magistrate sent out officers with warrants ; 
and when they failed to arrest the men, he 
went in porson with a strong force and 
seized Li Yen-hua and another brother 
named Li Yen-i, ‘The samo afternoon they 
were brought before hii in the Court. 
Li Yon-hua would not acknowledge his 
name, and Yen-i supported hiin in denying 
it. Chao Wen, who had been ongaged 
in litigation with him the year before, was 
called into the witness box, and had no 
difficulty in identifying him, * For this con- 
cempt of court, which was agyravated by 
their making a considerable disturbance, 
the Magistrate had them beaten and put in 
irons. Two days after, the Magistrate 
ported that Li Yen-hua had died of sick- 
ness, and requested that an independent 
officer might be sent to hold an inquest. 
A neighbouring magistrate was forthwith 
despatched to Loyang to act as coroner. It 
was decided by him that the man had died 
from the effects of his Hoyging, because he 
had Jain down and gone to sleep afterwards 
instead of being walled about, and this had 
caused a rush of blood to his heart. It 
appeared that he was punished on the 9th, 
grew sick ou the 10th, and expired on the 
Ath.

trate WangYao-lung heard that thedeceased’s

When the report of the 
second enquiry was laid before the Chief

But now, before the 
decision was published, a censor rpresented 
that the case would not be properly handled 
by the Governor, who was himself involved 
in it on account of his responsibility for the 
actsof his subordinates. He therefore be; 
ged that it might be put into the hands of 
the present Memorialists, the two Tupe 

Commissioners. After a searching enquiry 
the Commissioners discovered that it was 
true that Li Yen-hua had not died at 
Loyang. The men seized by the inagistrate 
were his brothers Li Yen-yung and Li Yen-i. 
The former was wistaken for Li Yen-hua, 
and because he persisted in denying that 























































































name and his brother Li Yen-i supported 
im in refusing to acknowledge it, the 





> their contempt of court 
ing them each 400 blows. 
Li Yen-i recovered. But Li Yen-yuug was 
carried senseless down the steps before the 
judgment seat, and expired immediately in 
the court-yard below. All this was proved 
by the warders and Li Yen-i himself, who 
came forward voluntarily. The former also 
denied all knowledge of the prescription or 
the report of the death said to have been 
made Ly one of them. After a severe 
cross-examination the Magistrate was com- 
pelled to acknowledge that this all 
true, and further to admit that in order to 
sereen himself he had forged the prescrip- 
tion and tho other documents showing 
the pretended date of the man's death. 
The Commissioners further found that the 
system of levying the laud-tax was unjust, 
as the sum collected under it was anuch 
larger than was required to be paid in the 
Provineial Treasury. But as it had been in 
force for a hundred years and more, the 
blame for it could not now be attached to 
any one. The injustice was an excuse for 
the conduct of the brothers Li, though they 
certainly behaved illegally. ‘The Commis- 
sioners censured the Magistrate in the 
warmest terms on account of his intemper- 
ate wrath, which had caused the death of 
an unfortunate man. The magistrate acted 
indeed under a misapprehension ; but even 
had his belief been well founded, there was 
nothing suflicient to justify his conduct. 
‘They recommended that he should be con- 















































demned to penal servitude, and that the 
clerk Chao Wen be dismissed from the 
gevernment service. (Fur Decree see 
Gazette of 15th Nevember).

A MARD-FOUGHT APPEAL FROM HONAN,

tenacity and perseverance shown by the 
plaintiffs, «» woman and her unmarried 
sister, who brought their complaint six times 
into the local courts, appealed once to Pe 
king in the ordinary manner, and_ ti 
took the extreme step of petitioning the 
Emperor in person by stopping his chair 
while passing through the streets. ‘Tho 
accusers and the accused were all members 
of the same family, aud of the surname 
of Pfu, Tn 1882 a member of the family 
named Ch‘in-sheng disappeared from his 
home, and no traces have ever been 
found of him. His sister Ai-ni, the girl 
who afterwards went to Peking’ with the 
petitions to the Emperor, brought a charge 
of murder against a cousin named K‘uei-ni, 
on the grounds that her brother had left 
home in the company of and by the invita- 
tion of the latter. She positively attirmed 
that she heard K‘uei-ni call her brother 
‘The cousin as positively denied 
done so, and accounted for the 
missing inan’s disappearance by suying that 
he had absconded, because he had broken 
into the house of another cousin, T‘ao-ni_ 
who had therefore prosecuted him for at- 
pted theft. Ench time that the girl Ai- 
ni’s charge against the cousin K‘uei-ni camo 
into court, it was dismissed either as being 
groundless or for want of evidence. But at 
one of the trials it came out that the missing 
man had attempted to yet into Tto-ni’s 
house in order ty sleep with the latter's 
motherjandT‘ao-ni, whodared not forshame 
state the truth, but who was determined 
to be revenged, brought a false charge of 
attempting to rub. On the other hand, it 
was proved, though not without some 
trouble, that the disappearance had hap- 
ened a few months after this affair, which 
had moreover been settled by a money 
payment with the approval of the elders of 
the family, who wished to avoid a public 
scandal. “Still the women kept on plaguing 
the courts of justice, and very late in the 
day another member of the family came 
forward and said that one morning when 
working in the fields, during one of the 
intervals when the litigation was thought 
to be finished, the abductor K‘uei-ni had 
confessed to ‘him that he really had be- 
guiled the missing man away, at the insti- 
tion of the injured cousin, T*ao-n 
Tco-ni had billed him with w knifo, and 
the two of them together had buried the 
body. K‘uei-ni stoutly denied that he 
had ever said ‘anything of the kind, 
and accused the informant of bringing a 
charge of patent improbability because 
of a petty spite. The two Imperial Com- 
missioners were of opinion for various 
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reasons, which they give, that it is more 
likely than not that the confession was 
really made ; also they believed the girl's 
story that she heard the accused call her 
brother away, as above stated. If she had 
not good reasons, why should she have 
charged him with doing this, instead of 
proceeding against the injured man, T‘ao- 
ni, who was known to have a spite against 
her brother? Still they did not think that 
the evidence was strong enough to justify 
them in employing torture with a view to 
making K‘uei-ni confess. ‘They therefore 
dec'ded that he should be left i on 
till T'ao-ni could be confronted with him, 
Tao-ni unfortunately had absconded as 
soon as suspicions began to be directed 
towards him, ‘The case is therefore after 
all left undetermined, until such time as 
Tao-ni can bo discovered and brought to 
trial,

a few years ago had a difficulty in obtaining 
an education, he thought they wold 
agree with him that the Shanghai Public 
School was filling a long-felt want. The 
thanks of the Council and children were due 
to the Rev. Mr. Hodges and the Rev. Mr. 
Mason who had taken a great deal of trouble 
in examining the pupils, (applause) and they 
would tell the meeting of the result of the 
examinations. ‘There was one thing which 
he would impress upon the parents of the 
children ; that was the importance of mak- 
ing the children attend school for the whole 
year, as the prizes were given for the 
whole year and not for the half year. The 
children who won prizes had’ indeed all 
attended well during the whole year, with 
one exception in the case of a boy who had 
only been at the school for a few ionths, yet 
made such progress that he was awarded, a 
ize (applause). They were greatly favoured. 
La the presence of His Excellency, the 
Minister for the Netherlands who had 
kindly consented to present the prizes, 
which would be gratifying not only to 
the parents and the Council, but also to 
the pupils themselves at having a gentle- 
man in so high a position to come for- 
ward and present the prizes (applause.) 
‘That a great and general interest was taken 
in the school was shown by the fact that 
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they had on the platform the worthy and 


esteemed Consul-General for England, and 
the Consuls for Russia and Austria as well 
several Clergymen. This was a further 
indication that the school would go an 
inereasing year by year until it was found 
necessary to ask them to build a school 
and home that would be worthy of the 
community, Tt was to be hoped that if 
the school and the pupils progressed as they 
were now doing they would have nothing 
to fear from the home schools, and it was 
further hoped that they would be able to 
bring the school into connection with the 
Oxford and Cambridge universities through 
local examinations.

patt of teachers to keep them up with those 
who attend regularly, and not only is the 
programme upset, but the minds of the 
pupils must be ‘running upon past or 
future interruptions to the detriment of 
steady advance, such as is made at Chefoo 
gr any such quiet place where parents fd 
the best results attained. 

‘The Teachers of course cannot be blamed 
for this, aud they can only beg that those 
who send their children to the Shanghai 
Schl will keep them in regular attendance, 
and not allow their limited time for instruc- 
tion to be broken into. 

In such a cosmopolitan place as Shang- 
hai it is hard to tench each child what 
most concerns its own country (in the way 
of History or Geography for instance) 
unless seme special meats be hit upon, 
without disarranging the system of teach: 
ing in classes which must be carried on in 
schools of any size. It would seem that 
any spare time should be devoted to 
instruction in such advanced branches of 
Tearning as are common to all nations, such 
asin Music, Mathematics, Physics, Physical 
Geography, Drawing, ete., ete.

Not only 
did the children answer as ‘set out 
in the books, but with intelligence as if 
they understood what they had been taught. 
‘There was an advantage with those who 
taught them, in knowing how to put the 
questions, but he was quite ignorant of the 
books they used, and his questions on the 
different subjects had therefore been gen- 
eral, and not in accordance with the 
methods or peculiarities of any one book or 
another, The subjects in which he had put 
questions were, geugraphy, history, gest: 
anar, and dictation and be had also examined 
them in penmanship and the general 
answering was very good. The First Class 
was very good, and the average marks 
throughout. high and uniform, and there 
were no failures. One thing that struck 
him was the similarity of the words 
used in the answers, but this was due 
to the pupils using the same text books. If 
there was a weak point at all it was in 
the answering of the third class; but 
anyone who was at all acquainted’ with 
schools would find that there was a point 
at which the lazy ones were caught up by 
the youngsters, He was also very much 
struck with the writing, of the boys parti- 
cularly, ssho really wrote very good legible 
hands, with one or two exceptions which 
he would not point out. This was very 
important where they were likely to 
follow commercial life. He spoke from 
experience that boys at home, particularly 
in public schools, were taught to. write 
execrable hands, and the boys in the 
Shanghai Public School not only wrote good 
schoolboy hands, but wrote wit ~ome 
style. Their weakest point he the 
their spelling, and he believed 
way that they could leam to 
by sight, by how it looked 
and not by sound. But it 
difficult to teach all to spell 
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so many boys were not English, Mr. 
Hodges then referred to the great advanta- 
ges which boarders have over day-scholars, 
in the matter of regular attendance and 
exhorted their parents to make them at- 
larly. In conclusion heregretted to 
notice the absence of scripture history from 
the examination papers, which was more 
remarkable as the school was under the 
auspices of the Masonic fraternity, and was 
a Protestant school.

REPORT OF THE AE BBP OR CHINESE 


SCIENTIFIC BOOK DEPOT, SHANGHAI. 
7 1887. 

This experimental philanthropic under- 
taking has new been in active operation for 
three years. A report having been requested 
from various quarters the following sketch 
of its origin and progress has now been 

















drawn up. It is hoped that the information 
will prove interesting to all who have the 


welfare of the Chinese at heart, useful to 
those who may wish to co-operate in this 
scheme, as well as encouraging to others 
who may prefer to commence similar work 
under a different organisation. 

‘The Chinese Scientific Book Depot was 
established for the purpose of facilitating 
the spread of all useful literature in the 
native language throughout China, and 
especially of books, maps, and other ‘publi- 
cations of a scientific or technical character, 
‘The number of such works, issued by the 
Chinese Government at Peking, Shanghai 
and other places, as well as by missionaries 
and philanthropic societies had already be- 
come somewhat considerable, while no re- 
ularly ongunised system for their sale and 

istribution had been established. ‘The 
demand for such books was evidently fast 
increasing and the need fora Central Depot 
with branches at the more important cities 
naturally suggested itself. 

fay in which this need could be best 
supplied was at first ditlicult to think out. 
It was noticed, however, that what the Chi- 
nese really value they are prepared to pay 
for at its full cost. The better classes, 
at least, are too proud to receive eleemo- 
synary aid even in obtaining books that 
would impart useful knowledge, Sel 
support was therefore the motto whieh 
was placed first and foremost in the organi 
tion of this Depdt. No subscription list 
was circulated ; no appeals were made to the 
many wealthy’ Chinese or Foreigners who 
would gladly have come forward with their 
aid in money. No Foreign Conmittee of 
management or conventional staff of officers 
was appointed. ‘There was no flourish of 
trumpets, or parade of a long list of the 
names of patrons. On the contrary it was 
resolved not to obtrade the foreign element 
at all, but to keep it in the background, 
‘To overcome Chinese prejudices, all sound 
and instructive works of native origin were 
placed side by side in the same catalogue 
with those published through the inst 
mentality of foreigners, A small but suit- 
able building was hired and fitted up for 
the purpose, Chinese fashion, next door to 
the Slanpuv oftice in the Hankow Road, 
and overlooking the Cathedral Compound, 
‘This Depot was formally opened under a 
native manager with a small statf of assist- 
ants after the Chinese New Year in 1886, 
It was supplied with a small stock of 
books to begin with. No attempts were 
miade to attract attention beyond an adver- 
isement in the local native papers and the 
issue of a catalogue. ‘The arrangements 
were all of the plainest and simplest kind 
so as to allow of abundant and perman- 
ent growth and expansion as opportunity 
afforded. It was confidently expected that 
the small trade discount allowed by pub- 
lishers would be sufficient to cover all ex- 
pense: 

‘The result has answered the most san- 
guine expectations. ‘The working expenses, 
amounting to over forty dollars per month 
were fully covered during the first year 
by the profits on the sale of over four 
thousand five hundred dollars’ worth of 
Books, charts ete, ‘This was a large sum 
considering how cheaply Chinese books are 
sold, many of them costing only five to ten 
cents per volume. A stock collected from 
all available sources, foreign and native, 

in to accumulate and the book shelves 

to be enlarged for its accommodation, 
‘During the second year it was felt that a 
branch depét might safely be ventured 
upon at Tientsin, A suitable building was 
lent for the purpose by the London Mis- 
sionary Society upon condition that reli- 
ious works might be sold as well as others. 
fe'stands on sue of the most important 
thoroughfares leading to the city and was 
found after a fair start to be able to pay its 
Ring 
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own working expenses. ‘The Rev. 4 
has exercised a friendly oversight of the 
Chinese staff in charge. A second branch 
dopét was established at Hangehow under 
the fostering care of Dr. Main, of the 
Church Missionary Society's Hospital, while 
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athird was started at Swatow under the 
kind supervision of Miss M. A. Fielde, of 
the American Baptist Society. The total 
sales for the second year amounted to no 
less than six thousand dollars. 

Encouraged by these results and aided 
still further by friends who have offered 
their services ab various other pluces, new 
and important branches have been added 
during the present year. Dr. Dudgeon 
at Peking, the Revd. 3. Bonsey at 
Hankow, and recently the Revd. N. 
J. Plumb at Foochow and the Revd. 
J. W. Pitcher at Amoy, have lent 
their assistance in the establishment and 
supervision of branch depéts in those four 
promising localities. That at Hankow was 

iginaly w bookshop and was taken over 
with stock and fittings complete which are 
to. be paid for in’ regular instalments, 
Others are in the course of negociation 
elsewhere, The sales of the present year 
are thus, with these extensions, much 
larger than those of the past. To all those 
friends who have aided in bringing about 
these results the warmest acknowledgments 
are due. 

It may be roughly estimated that during 
the three years that have nuw elapsed above 
$17,000 worth of books, maps ete. have been 
sold, some of which have found their way 
to the most distant parts of China as wel 
as to Japan and Corea, Reckoning the 
average price per volume at ten ecuts, at 
least 150,000 volumes of useful literature, 
chiefly of a scientific and educational char- 
acter, have been disposed of, in addition to 
wh maps, charts, etc., have been suld in 
considerable numbers. "The depots 
also served to some extent as free reading 
roums where enquirers after western know- 

intending purchasers have been 
allowed to sit down and examine any works 
in which they felt interested. It must be 

















remembered that these are not sensational | 


notions drawn up so as to appeal to the 
pockets of the benevolent but are all actual 
and palpable facts, capable of demonstra- 
tion and should silence the most sceptical 
as to the possibility of supplying the 
tellectual needs of China in an casy, inex- 
pensive and effective manner—provided 
only that sufticient books in the native 
language are forthcoming ; and this is cer- 
tain to be the case. 

It may here be ns well to mention that 
the numbor of scientific and other treatises 
or complete works, maps, charts, etc., 
already translated or compiled and pub: 
lished’ in Chinese under foreign manage- 
ment amounts at present to 
hundred. These, embraci 
vf subjects, come from various sources, 
such us the Peking College, the Tangchow 
College, the Kiangnan Arsenal, the various 
government printing establishments, the 
School and Text Book Series, the Canton 
Hospital and various individual mission- 
aries. Christian books are not excluded 
from the book shelves, and among others it 
may be mentioned that Dr. Martin’s **Evi- 
dences of Christianit; a work of high 
literary merit, is in fair demend. 

In addition to the above a selection has 
been made of about two hundved and tifty 
of the most useful and popular original 
native works, including the treatises of the 
early Jesuit’ Fathers, bearing on scien- 
tific subjects or matters of general interest. 
‘All are combined in catalogues published 
both in English and Chinese, the latter 
having been widely distributed. 

It is. not to be wondered at that the 
success which has attended this undertaking 

+ has induced different Chinese booksellers 
to enter into competition by introducing 
the sale of books of Weetern origin in their 
shops, not only in Shanghai but in other 
ports. They cannot however, affurd to 
offer such books at lower prices thai: the 
Chinese Scientific Book Depét and there- 
fore do not seriously interfere with 
business. It is only the Agents of foreign

been rigorously levied on every bux of 
Chinese books entering or leaving Shanghai 
or the other ports. This reduces the pro- 
fits in the case of books with fixed prices to 
amere fraction. Why this vexatious re- 
striction which formerly never used to be 
heard of, and which does not appear to 
oxist iu the treaty tariff, should now be en- 
forced by the Imperial Maritime Customs, 
it is difticult to mderstand. 

‘The demand for Western learning is how- 
ever a most hopeful and encouraging sign 
and shews the direction in which the tative 
mind is now fast tending. ‘The more such 
facilities for the purchase of books are 
multiplied the vreater will becume the 
demand,—especially now that a knowledge 
of mathematics and other sciences is re- 
quired at the Government examinations 

for literary degrees. Self-support should 
however be the motto of every society that 
undertakes the sale and distribution of the 
necessary books. The Chinese can well 
afford to educate themselves when 
books are got ready for them ; and even 
the translation and preparation of books is a 
matter they have for years past been pi 
ing for. Donations to Chinamen 
are never appreciated like buoks that are 
piurehased, atthe full value, ‘The principle 
is defective, demoralising and unhealthy 
and leads a thinking Chinaman to 
imagine either that books which are to be 
had so cheaply cannot be of much worth, 
or that foreigners have some sinister motive 
in thus gratuitously distributing thei 

The Chinese Scientitie Book Depat is not 
only self-supporting but has actually yield- 
ed a small profit which has been used in 
publication of us new works. One 
of these new works called the Outline 
Serics consists of a collection ‘of short 
treatises in Chinese on scientitic sub- 
jects, which are separately 
School books and when completed will 
form a cheap and convenient  element- 
ary Encyclopedia. Twelve such volumes 
have already been cut on blocks and pub- 
lished. ‘They nearly all have a few payes 
of illustrations. About twenty others are 
in various stages of preparation. The 
series is to consist of at least fifty volumes,

deferred, and he has remained in gaol. 
Unexpectedly, however, the prisoner in 
question has shewn himself incapable of 
behaving with propriety, and has dared to 
conspire with a party of others in custody 
on the same charge and of rubbers charged 
with other offences, te tie up and beat any 
new criminals who may arrive in gaol from 
time to time, and to extort, money from 
them. The new arrivals, finding them- 
selves thus constrained, have been forced tu 
send letters to their relatives with a view to 
purchasing freedom from these beatings. 



































‘The prisoner Koh Lao-wo-tsz was the ring- 
leader who conecived this idea, and has 
already extorted large sums. His lawless 
ferocity is indeed much beyond that of 
ordinary offenders, and for that reason he 
was put in the standing cage, both as a 
warning to himself, and to bring home also 
to the eyes and hearts of other fierce de- 
speradoes a lesson calculated to produce in 
them some fear of the law. Measured by 
the wickedness of his crime, death by 
standing in the eage would have been ini- 
suflicient to expiate his guilt; but, as

353.49 
and the second dated 30th Nov., value 
‘Tis, 569.57 toward the relief of the suffering 
and distressed in this part of the province, 
from the residents of Shanghai and Hankow. 
Up to the present no definite movement has 
been made on our part toward coming into 
contact with the masses of people, as we 
considered it more prudent to remain neu- 
tral until we would be in a position to render 
that assistance which we saw they needed. 
‘The absence of Messrs. Coulthard, Slim- 
mon and Paton, all of whom have been tra- 
velling toward the North of this province, 
also prevents any immediate steps being 
taken, but we are looking for the return of 
Mr. Paton daily, and also the arrival of Mr. 
Dorward, whom you say is on the way up, 
so that within avery short time the work 
shall commence. 

No doubt the arrival of Mr. Paton will 
bring much information concerning the suf- 
fering that prevails farther North, which is 
said to increase in extent, owing to the vast 
number that are homeless, and destitute. 

The officials, however are rendering con- 
siderable service toward alleviating the 
present cry. 

‘They have selected fields some distance 
from the city gates, caused mud walls to be 
made around them tu a height of about 5 
feet, they then erect small tents in the en- 
closure for the people. 

These tents are made of ‘Kuao-liang” 
stalks plastered on the outside with mud, 
the base about 5 feet and rising at an angle, 
the apex of which is about 6 feet from the 
ground. 

In this rude structure, with some straw 

spread upon the cold ground, whole families 
may be seen. 
Not having room inside to sit upright women 
and children are to be seen in numbers 
standing outside, while the majority of the 
men are elsewhere continuing the work of 
erecting tent: eople are still com- 
it The l is now becoming bitterly 
ul the sight this presents is sad indeed. 
They are also being provided with food 
by the Chinese officials, whose soldiers man- 
age the concern, and it is said that this shall 
be continued during the winter months , 
but even if it be, what about the ensuing 
spring and summer, and the consequent 
misery that must ensue from a winter thus 
spent? 

The brethren will need special wisdom in 
the taking up of a work in which the officials 
are already active. 

It is to be hoped this will not involve th 
withdrawing and leaving the entire w 
upon us, so that the demands would 
beyond us, while, if wisely done, both works 
may proceed and our greatest effort be made 
in the early months of the year when it is 
very probable the efforts of the off 
likely to relax somewhat. 

We must remember that these people ure 
without the prospect of food for almust a 
yeur yet, as far as their libour is concerned. 

The land is still. practically submerged, 
though the water has greatly abated, aud 
suppose they can return in two or three 
months’ time to their homes, where is the 
seed for planting to come from, and where 
their sustenance in the interval of growth ? 

‘The suffering is beyond language to ex- 
press in its far reaching extent.

AN OLD CHINESE PRINTING 
ESTABLISHMENT, 
To the Editor of the 
Noxru-Cursa Dany News. 

Dear Str,—A few weeks ago duty led 
mie to a place called Wang-do-fang in the 
Chu-ki $4 FF district, about sixty miles 
directly south of Hangchow. While there 
T saw a Chinese printing establishment, a 





description of which will, I think, interest. 
your readers. The printing was being 
temporarily carried on in the large Ances- 
tral Temple connected with the village, 
the reason why this particular establish: 
ment deserves notice being, that all the 
printing was carried on with movable type. 
In the large central Hall of the Templo 
were placed about twenty ordinary square 
tables, On the tables the cases of type were 
spread out very much after our English 
method, but of course taking up a great 
deal more room, When I entered the Hall, 
one man was engaged in setting up type, 
another was printing. ‘The man setting up 
the type stood before a table upon which 
was placed what may be called a Chinese 
chase. Tt wasa solid block of hard wood 
about twenty-two inches long by fifteen 
broad and perhaps three deep. ‘The inside 
of this block was hollowed out to the depth 
of say a quarter of an inch, and this depres- 
sion was still further hollowed out into 
rooves about three quarters of an. inch 
jeep. The block I saw had twenty-nine of 
these grooves, each groove being filled to 
the depth of a quarter of an inch with 
ordinary stiff clay. With his copy before 
him, armed with a small pair of iron pincers 
the ‘man began his work, character after 
character was transferred from the case 
and firmly pressed into the clay. When 
the forme was complete a flat board was 
placed on the top and the characters pressed 
perfectly even, level with the surface of the 
wooden block, the edge of which was cut 
to form the border, ‘which is generally 
found round every Chinese page. This 
edge was of course immoveable and would 
de the sameon every sheet printed from that 
forme, All was now ready for the printer. 
‘He having received the forme carefully 
brushed his ink over the type. He then 
touk a sheet of paper, placed it on the forme, 
and pressed it Tow all’ over so thut i 
might be brought in contact with every 
character. He then removed the sheet and 
examined each character ; some were not 
quite straight, these were carefully adjus- 
ted with the pincers. As far as I could 
see the type was never touched with the 
fingers. After sufficient copies had been 
struck off, the type was distributed, each 
character being returned to its particlar 
box. The type in the forme I saw, was of 
three sizes. Each character was kept in 
position entirely by the clay upon which it, 
stood. The characters were made of some 
hard wood, I did not enquire what it was, 
they were ‘all of course square. ‘The men 
told me that the art of printing in this 
particular way had been handed down in 
their family from the Sung Dynasty more 
than 600 years ago ; no stranger was allowed. 
to take part in it, apprentices being always 
chosen from their own clan. ‘They said 
they were opon to any orders for printing 
their terms being three hundred cash a 
day, this to include use of type and ink, 
they would charge extra for paper, they 
would be quite willing to take an’ order 
from me. It seems to be the custom at 
Chu-ki, if printing is required in any 
particular place, as in the present in- 
stance the printing of family registers, 
to hire the printers who bring their 
type and set up their printing establish: 
ment on the spot. Having been fi 
quently told that there was no such thing 
as printing from movable type in China, 
Twas very much interested in coming at 
this out of the way place, upon a printing 
company which conducted its business in. 
no other way, and whose existence could 
be reckoned by hundreds of years. The 
nature of ny subject must be my excuse 
for the length of my letter.

‘THE SOOCHOW CREEK, 

MEETING OF THE CHINESE AND MUNICIPAL 

AUTHORITIES. 

The Shén Pao publishes an account of 
the meeting held at the Taotai’s Yamén 
between the Chinese and Municipal au- 
thorities relative to the improvement of 






the Soochow Creek. The discussion was 
opened on the Chinese side by the general 
allegation that all the shores in the empire 
belonged to the Emperor, and the exchange 
of assurances on both ‘sides that it was 
highly desirable to see to the improvement 
of the Soochow Creek in particular. ‘The 
Chmese then advanced a claim for the 
minimum width of 300 feet, and thought 
that. all riparian “owners, “including. the 
public garden committee, who had en- 
| eroaohed upon the creek between the mouth 
and the Defence Creek Bridge should he 
called upon to cede back the portions which 
stood in the way of the proposed alterations, 
and which in some places had reduced the 
Creek to a breadth of 160 feet. ‘To this it 
was urged on the part of the Municipality 
that competent surveyors had long since 
proved that it would be undesirable to cut 
the Public Garden, which indeed 
should be filed out even farther, On the 
other hand the north bank opposite might 
well be dredged for a few yards, though. it 
vras nut necessary for the mouth of the 
Creck to be very broad, Improvement 
might be made by straightening the pre- 
sent tortuous course of the Creek as it ran 
through settlement limits so as to give free 
play to the incoming rush of the tide, and 
thus prevent the accumulation of deposit. 
A minimum width of 300 feet was impos- 
sible, 4 narrow road already ran from the 
Tien Hon Temple westwards and the 
municipality desired to make this road 
broader : also to take down some buildings 
ing (sie) Road on the 
south bank and turn the land oceupied by 
them into a read, thus providing ample 
read communications on both banks. If 
is scheme were sanctioned, the munici- 

| pality would pay for the work and see to 
the occasional dredging of the Creek, taking 
over charge of that part of it which runs 
through the Settlement. On the Chinese 
side it was replied that the Public Garden 
should shew a good example by ceding a 
portion of its land first. A party then pro- 
ceeded to inspect the Creek. After some 
explinatory observations on the spot upon 
the exclusion of Chinese from the Garden, 
the deputation got into boats and proceeded 
up the Creek. ‘The lands standing in the 
names of Messrs. Russell & Co. and Sassoon 
& Cv, together with the Gaol property 
were inaicted as principally encroaching 
upon the Creek bounds, and the District 
Magistrate declared his intention of taking 
the Gaol question in hand at once. Maps 
were compared and examined, and the 
Magistrate then declared that if it were 
impossible to re-attain a minimum breadth 
of 300 feet, the encroaching owners must

well discussed ; and after further exchange 
of remarks the sensible conclusion was 
come to that it would be well to go on with 
the work at once, and to invite the Senior 
Consul to move the owners of such property 
as should be found to stand in the way as 
the work should progress, 





THE LATEST FROM PONAPE. 

It will perhaps be remembered that the 
Rey. E. T. Doane was deported from the 
above mentioned island in June under 
charges so utterly frivolous that the Cap- 
tain-General of the Philippine Islands 
mediately released Mr. Doane on his arrival 
at Manila; On about the 4th of July, 

wated beyond measure by the exac- 
tions of the Spanish Governor, the natives 
of Ponape rose and killed him with some 
thirty of his company-—the news of which 
did not however reach Manila till Septem- 
ber, after Mr. Doane had in August left 
there in a Spanish vessel for Ponape. In 
October a fleet of three national vessels was 
despatched from Manila carrying a_new 
Governor for Ponape and a force of 600 
soldiers, and reached the island on the 











last day of the month. ‘The Governor im- 
mediately issued a Proclamation summon- 
ing the five Kings of tribes by a certain 
day to meet him at Mr. Doane’s house and 
give in their submission, promising to par- 
don the guilty ones. The three natives who 
had killed the late Governor were to be 
delivered up, with three deserting Manila 
soldiers, ‘The proporty looted from the 
Spanish was to he restored, and all guns 
belonging to the Spanish were to be re- 
turned. 

‘Mr, Doane and his associate missionary 
devoted themselves to influencing the chiefs 
and natives to accept, and submit to the 
very moderate and reasonable demands of 
the new Governor. Says Mr. Doane 
“The chiefs of Jokoits and Not, especiall 
with their people had fled to the rocky 
fastnesses of the mountains, or to the 
caves and tangled woods, We set our- 
selves to work up the mountain sides, 
through the woods, over swollen streams, 
in down-pouring rains by day and. by 
night, to get the chiefs to yield. ‘They 
were~one especially-—all frightened and 
sullen ; but by the day appointed we got 
together four kings.” Another day of grace 
was secured, and the fifth king finally 
appeared. ‘Another day of grace was very 
wisely given by the expiration of which, 
the 9th of November, the three murderers 
were delivered up, upon which pence was 
assured.

the ‘beachcomber” element, which has 
had such a disastrous influence on the 
island, and which was one of the causes of 
Mr. ‘Doane's imprisonment, has been 
thoroughly cleared ont of Ponape. Several 
of the most prominent individuals of this 
class aro in the hands of Spanish law, and 
others have fled. ‘Tho new Governor ia 
spoken of as ‘a man, a humane man, Not 
a drop of blood stains his opening reign.” 
It is of course among the possibilities that 
a freak of haughtiness on the part of some 
native chief may interrupt the happy course 
of events, but there is good reason to hope 
that Mr.’ Doane's great influence with the 
natives, and the evident wisdom and tact 
of the new Governor will secure » perman- 
ently peaceful settlement of the conditions 
lately so threatening. 




















THE CHINESE RAILWAY COMPANY, 


The following is the Report of the 
Directorsofthe Chinese Railway Co, translat- 
ed by the Chinese Timesfromthe Shih Pao, of 
which we gave an abstract a few days 
ago:—The subjoined remarks and state- 
ment, giving the working accounts of the 
company's railway from ‘TYang-shan to Yen 
Chuang for the half-year from the fourth 
moon to the end of the ninth moon (includ- 
ing the interealary fourth moon), are care- 
fuily submitted for public ins ion by the 
Managing Directors, Yen hou, Wu 
‘Ting-fang, Wu Nan-kou, and Wang Yiin- 


fang. 
For a number of years the T'ang-shan- 
Hsii-ko-chuang railway, a distance of 20 li, 
had been in operation for the transporta- 
tion of coal for the Mining Company. Last 
year a separate Railway Company was 
Yormed with an original capital of Tis. 
150,000, when the existing 20 i of railway 
was extended to Yen Chuang at Lutai, a 
distance of 70 li. At the same time the 
Tang-shan railway was bought and trans- 
ferred to the Railway Company, its cost 
of Tis. 100,000, being incorporated in th 
shares, thus increasing the total ca 
of the company to iis. 250,000. 











his 
entire railway, extending from T’ang- 
shan to Yen Chuang, a distance of 90 li, 
was opened to tratiic during the fourth 
moon, and has been working sucessfully 
ever since, Last spring, in reply to a 
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memorial submitted by the Board of Ad- 
miralty, an Imperial Decree was issued 
sanctioning and authorizing the 2onstruc- 
tion of a railway from Lu-t'ai to Pei 
Taku, Chun-lian-ch‘eng, and Tientsiv, a 
total ‘distance of 180 li, for the express 
purpose of encouraging and benefiting the 
mereantile classes, and of affording rapid 
facilities of transit, for troops and materials 
of war, in order to meet pressing and 
imperative demands of providing for the 
wants of the northern aeabord. The memo- 
rial above referred to recommended the 
appointment of Sén Pao-chén and Chou 
ii-shun to the directorship of the company. 

In pursuance of Imperial commands, the 
company’s directors and managers have 
been bestiring themselves to secure the 
required share- capital, purchasing materials 
and rolling stock, pushing on the con- 
atruction work, etc., and it is expected that 
hy the fall of ‘the coming year the entire 
line will be completed. ‘The management 
beg to suggest that as this railway becomes 
further and further extended, the pro- 
fits will. proportionately incrense, ns must 
bo well understood be the general public. 
But, judging from the hesitaney shown 
by those desirous becoming shareholders, 
it is to be feared that they are in igno- 
rance of the company’s present successful 
mocking} therefore, the directors have 
exprossly drawn up'a detailed statement, 
taken from -the company’s records, show- 
ing the monthly receipts and expenditures 
of the railway “now working from the date 
of commencing operations to the end of the 
ninth moon, ‘This statement they beg to 
append for the informa- tion of the general 
public, 

From these figures it will be seen that 
the nett earnings of the railway, after de- 
ducting all_ expenditures, amount to Ts. 
13,1! 7, for the six months just 
ended, from date of opening the line to 
trafic. At the expiration of the next six 
months, the company's working accounts 
will be’ submitted to the examination of a 
Board of Directors, when a statement 
similar to the above will be issued for 
the inspection of the public; and the 
company’s nett earnings for the entire 
year will be announced, and a dividend 
Geclared, to be justly and equitably paid 
the shareholders. 



































NOTES FROM NATIVE PAPER, 

Two curious stories of Chinese domestic 
life ure reported from Nanking and Siu- 
shan (Kashing.) A girl of family, engaged 
to be married, was accused in joke of being 
with child. ‘This so shocked her sense of 
propriety that she at once committed sui- 
cide, and an official procession in her honour 
has been organised by the educational 
officer, A villnger near Siu-shan was Inid 
up with chronic paralysis, and his wife, who 
had been consorting with a paramour, 
conepined, to poison the invalid. The 
neighbours, fearing the consequences of the 
law's vengeance on the whole parish or 
hamlet, made a bonfire, set the woman on 
the top, and burnt her to ashes: they then 
proceeded to bury the guilty paramour 
alive. 

‘Phe Yih-rén-luh mentions a report that 
the Brigadier of the Pescadores in a fit of 
passion has shot one of his junior officers 
with a pistol and stuck his head on a pole. 
The matter is said to have been brought by 
the relatives before the Viceroy of Fukien 
and Chékiang. 

General Su (Tonghing frontier) aud the 
Governor of Kuangsi report the comple- 
tion of the Chén-nan Kwan citadel and 
outlymg defences, which have been re- 
constructed at a cost of Tis. 30,000. 

The old Grand Canal bed is 0 high that 
doubts are expressed about the possibility 
of draining off any part of the Hung-tséh 
Lake by way of the Sui-shih River ; at all 
events, unless the excavatiors made are 
very deep. Meanwhile the Kao-Pao system 
of lakes is extending. 





























‘The Hu Pao states that another rising is 
reported to have taken place in Hainan, 
and that resistance has been offered to the 
government troops. 

Reports from Hupeh shew that a large 
part of the province is suffering severely 
from want of rain, and, so far, the winter 
crops planted have shewn no sign of coming 
to the surfac On the other hand, at 
Wenchow, rice is plentiful and cheap, rang- 
ing from 1,900 to 2,000 cash the local picul, 
according to quality.
